The  E.Kperiment  in  Interna¬ 
tional  Living  has  outbound  pro¬ 
grams  as  well  as  incoming  pro¬ 
grams.  Those  wishing  to  be  a 
part  of  one  of  the  programs 
must  send  in  applications  to 
the  headquarters.  A  commit¬ 
tee,  by  studying  answers  to 
various  questions  on  the  appli¬ 
cations,  choose  Uiose  who  may 
train  for  the  program.  Nearly 
all  who  complete  the  entire  ap¬ 
plication  procedure  are  accept¬ 
ed. 

Regular  groups  go  each  sum¬ 
mer  to  different  counti'ies. 
There  are  10  persons  in  a  group 
plus  a  trained  leader.  Ambas¬ 
sador  programs  are  designed 
for  individuals  or  groups  who 
work  to  donate  money  for  an¬ 
other  person  to  make  a  tour. 
When  tlie  student  returns,  he 
gives  talks  or  shows  slides  or 
movies  about  his  tour. 

Experiment  in  International 
Living  also  provides  programs 
for  special  interest  groups  in 
such  fields  as  education,  engi- 
'  neering.  Peace  Corps  training, 
and  leadership. 

Expenses  may  be  paid  by  the 
individual,  by  organizations,  or 
through  loans  and  scholarships 
from  the  Experiment  in  Inter¬ 
national  Living.  Further  infor¬

Once  upon  a  time  —  but  not  too  long  ago  —  a  bearcat 
jti’olled  into  the  Den,  set  his  books  on  a  table,  and  went  after 
something  to  eat.  At  the  same  time,  another  bearcat  pushed 
his  books  onto  the  rack  and  filed  through  the  lunch  line. 
While  the  ’cats  were  away,  some  scavenger-type  animal  ap¬ 
parently  took  those  books  —  appai’ently  while  other  bear¬ 
cats  looked  on.  .  .  . 

In  the  classroom,  —  a  student  saw  his  neighbor  cheating  but 
didn’t  tell.  Consequently,  he  got  a  lower  grade  and  decided 
to  try  cheating,  too.  The  bearcats  who  lost  their  books  re¬ 
sorted  to  the  same  savage,  jungle  law,  what  could  be  called 
the  Anything  But  the  Golden  Rule;  Steal  from  otliers  as  you 
have  been  stolen  from  .  .  . 

So  those  bearcats  look  someone  else’s  books  instead  of  re 
porting  the  loss  and  checking  out  new  hooks.
